1. (Cunrently Amended) A method, comprising: 

storing an identifier (ID) in a second lock object, the ID being associated with a 
data object hav i ng th e I D b e ing stored In a first storage location in a computer system; 

determining whether the ID is contained in a first lock object; 

if the ID is contained in the first lock object, determining whether a link to a 
second storage location having a copy of the data object is assigned to the ID in the first 
lock object, and 

if the link is assigned to the ID, skipping performing a read and/or 
write access on the data object, and 

if the link is not assigned to the ID, deleting the ID from the first lock 
object and performing the read and/or write access on the data object, and 

if the ID is not contained in the first lock object, performing the read and/or 
write access on the data objectf-aod 

d i sp l ay i ng to a us e r, on an output disp l ay, whether the read and/or wr i to access 
on th e data obj e ct i s skipp e d or can b e perform e d . 

2. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the first lock 
object is a file stored on a nonvolatile storage means. 
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3. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the first lock 
object comprises a table having a first column for the ID and a second column for the 
link of the ID to the second storage location. 

4. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein each data object 
comprises one or more fields of one or more tables and wherein the ID comprises one 
or more key fields of the one or more tables. 

5. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 4, wherein the link is a 
filename or a link to a file. 

6. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the first lock 
object is created by a data moving process. 

7. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the second lock 
object is stored in a volatile storage means. 

8. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the second lock 
object is a data array. 
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9. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 8, wherein the data array is 
one dimensional.

1 1 . (Currently Amended) A computer system for processing data, comprising: 
memory means for storing program instructions; 

input means for entering data; 
storage means for storing data; 

a processor responsive to the program instructions, wherein the program 
Instructions comprise program code means for performing a method for accessing a 
data object having an identifier (ID) and stored in a first storage location, the method 
comprising: 

storing the ID in a second lock object; 

determining whether the ID is contained in a first lock object; 

if the ID is contained in the first lock object, determining whether a link to a 
second storage location having a copy of the data object is assigned to the ID in the first 
lock object, and 

if the link is assigned to the ID, skipping performing a read and/or 
write access on the data object, and 

if the link is not assigned to the ID, deleting the ID from the first lock 
object and performing the read and/or write access on the data object, and 
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if the ID is not contained in the first lock object, performing the read and/or 
write access on the data objecti-afl4

12. (Currently Amended) A computer readable storage medium comprising 
instructions for performing a method comprising: 

storing an identifier (ID) in a second lock object, the ID being associated with a 
data object hav i ng th e ID b ei ng stored in a first storage location in a computer system; 

determining whether the ID is contained in a first lock object; 

if the ID is contained in the first lock object, determining whether a link to a 
second storage location having a copy of the data object is assigned to the ID in the first 
lock object, and 

if the link is assigned to the ID, skipping performing a read and/or 
write access on the data object, and 

if the link is not assigned to the ID, deleting the ID from the first lock 
object and performing the read and/or write access on the data object, and 

if the ID is not contained in the first lock object, performing the read and/or 
write access on the data objec t; and

15. (Previously Presented) The computer readable storage medium of 
claim 12, wherein the first lock object is a file stored on a nonvolatile storage means. 

16. (Previously Presented) The computer readable storage medium of 
claim 12, wherein the first lock object comprises a table having a first column for the ID 
and a second column for the link of the ID to the second storage location. 

17. (Previously Presented) The computer readable storage medium of 
claim 12, wherein each data object comprises one or more fields of one or more tables 
and wherein the ID comprises one or more key fields of the one or more tables. 

18. (Previously Presented) The computer readable storage medium of 
claim 12, wherein the link is a filename or a link to a file. 

19. (Previously Presented) The computer readable storage medium of 
claim 12, wherein the first lock object Is created by a data moving process. 

20. (Previously Presented) The computer readable storage medium of 
claim 12, wherein the second lock object is stored in a volatile storage means. 
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21 . (Previously Presented) The computer readable storage medium of 
claim 12, wherein the second lock object is a data array. 

22. (Previously Presented) The computer readable storage medium of claim 
21, wherein the data array is one dimensional. 

23. (Currently Amended) A computer system, comprising: 
a processor responsive to program instructions; 

means for storing an identifier (ID) in a second lock object, the ID being 
associated with a data object hav i ng the I D b e ing stored in a first storage location; 

means for determining whether the ID is contained in a first lock object; 

if the ID is contained in the first lock object, determining whether a link to a 
second storage location having a copy of the data object is assigned to the ID in the first 
lock object, and 

if the link is assigned to the ID, skipping performing a read and/or 
write access on the data object, and 

if the link is not assigned to the ID, deleting the ID from the first lock 
object and performing the read and/or write access on the data object, and 

if the ID is not contained in the first lock object, performing the read and/or 
write access on the data objecti-and
